Educatioual Matters. 



Probably thoro was no eubjoct apon 
whioh public opinion waa more pro- 
nounced at tLo Polls than that of Edu- 
oatiou» Wo boliovo wo aro correct in 
oaying thai every candidate for Legia- 
latiTO honora declared hioisolf moro or 
legs disticotly in iavor of a froOi non- 
Bcctarien echool Bystomi Certainly no 
oandidnte, be his private opinions what 
they might, ventured to Bay a word 
agaiDBt that form of Education. Con- 
lorojably with the well-nndoratoodwish- 
■ - es ot the people, the Government intro- 
duced & Bill for eBtablishing throoghoat 
1)^63. Provio OS a non-seotarian Free 
School uyBtem, and that Bill, with very 
fllight ' amendmente, indeed, passed 
through the HooBO and became law. 
The Law was received with joy through* 
oat the country, where the delay in ap- 
pointing the Superintendent and orgaa- 
izidg tbe-Board of Bdaoation was re- 
garded with no Httio impatience. We 
' ■ have no desire to urdereBtimate the per- 
plexing difficulties with Mhich the 
work otcrgauization was besot, and wo 
are disposed to think that the oflforte 
of the Provincial Secretary in that 
direction eDtille that gentleman to praise 
rather tbao cenaure. But it isextremoiy 
graiifying,Bitor all the delay and doubt, 
to find one's self in a poaitioa to compli- 
ment the Government and congruiU' 
late the country upon the appointment 
of so good and efficient an Exocutivoto 
administer the Ednoational affairs ol 
the Trovince j for every one mast fee! 
thati however good the law may bo, 
muob, very much, must depend upon 
thoie appointed to carry ita proviuioDB 
into effect, It would cot boqaito c<(udid 
to Bay that we could not have wished 
to Bee tho doard more fairly representiog 
the vartons religfoaa denominationB of 
•whioh the population is composed, The 
great object in establishing a eystom 
of Free State Education is to make it, 
as far as possible, accoptable to 
and good enoogh for all. It may 
be open to queation bow far any 
■ystem, whioh does not poBaesB these 
qaalUieBcan, wiihfairneaa and jastice, 
be'made A charge upon the public 
exchequer. And, however inconsiatont 
t may apppear, and however anwilling 
one may feel to drag diHerencea of 
religious belief into the arena of a 
DOn*Beotariaa Bysteoi of public echooia^ 
it mast be admitted that to have the 
different religiouB bodies fairly represent 
ed on the Executive Board would, 
in the very nature of things, have 
tendency to give BUoh bodies confidence 
in the syitem — confidenoe that it would 
be administered in a fair and impartial 
ipirit. It would bo unfair, however, 
to blame the Government for^n apparent 
departure from this principle in the 
formation of the Board, inusmucb as 
we do not know how far that is the 
result of ciroumatanceP over which 
they had no control. But, having 
said this much upon the theory, let ua 
■ay that we do not believe any class 
of tho community will, for a single 
moment, suspect that the circumstance 
of a majority of the members bolong- 
ing to one religious denomination will 
•zert the slightest unfair or se tariau 
infliieDce over ita adminititratior<, 
lodeed, those acquainted with the 
gentlemen will concur with us iu bti 
lievlng that If ihia circurnRtancc 
oausoa any loaning at all it 
will be in an opposite direction entirely^ 
CO loropalona will tbey be to avoia ev<.i> u^- 
pearaoceof partiality — the sligliteet octasioo 
for •OBpioioD or diSiatialaction. We ijeed 
Boarcely remiod the geutlomca wlio have ac- 
eepted poBitioas od the Board tbot tboy tiave 
■coepted an important treat — uadeilakon 
grBve reapcDBibilities. They have to act lur 
iba vtbole Proviooa iu a matter of the mo;t 
Titsl imporiBDceto all. The whole Education- 
al macbioer; has to be creeled sod em In 
motioo; and thnt hoH to be Uooo under didi- 
caltirs of no ordinary oiitare. ''be norls ie 
ooa wbiobwill tax to tbe atmoit the paiieuoe, 
forbearanoB Bod patrioiiem of tbe Board; (ui 
their very beit inteLtioDB will nfien be misic- 
lerpreted, and ihey will sometimes be uiei it;

General .'or hia opinion; and wu huliavo wo 
aro correct in etiiiiiig that that opinion v^ae 
rendered yesiorduy, und that it is to the 
eileot that, althrMii,'li tho lungnajje of the 
Act in that bohiilf ia somewhat leas sloar 
than oould have been wished, it aDquettion« 
ably oontiDuea the facoiions of the OodooII 
na it foond it, a School Board. This sets all 
doubt at rest, and loiivca no choice to the 
Oounoil but to do its duty in the edacalional 
interests of this community .

Viclotio, 
by far tha laryeet commauity in tho Prc- 
vlnoe, is in a moru couiplelo stale of desti- 
tution than any other, and it will bo no ea^y 
work to create and organiza snob edacation- 
al isiitntiona as she U entit'ed to under _ the 
new Act. Thia work will, to a consider- 
able extent, de^^olve npon tha 'I'rnstcop, and 
wo have do donbt they will devote thein- 
aelves thereto with an energy which will go 
far towards redeemiog tbe time.
